It's a simple sequence of 
working a row of squares that 
have been knitted and purled, then reversing 
the order to have purled squares on top 
of knitted ones, and vice versa. Beginners 
can work this easy pattern in one colour to 
get the hang of stocking stitch and reverse 
stocking stitch, while more experienced 
knitters can bring in a second colour to 
emphasise the change in stitch texture. Use 
Intarsla techniques to work each colour, 
rather than stranding the unused yarn across. 

Whichever version of the cushion you 
decide to make, finish the front with pretty 
buttons sewn Individually or In clusters at 
the points where four squares meet. We’ve 
used simple pearl buttons on the two-tone 
cushion so they don’t overpower the other 
shades, and small coloured buttons on the 
plain one. Experiment with different buttons 
to get the right look for your home. 




TWO-TONE CUSHION

colour every two or three stitches, and using 
different coiours very reguiariy every row or 
two to create a more compiicated coiour 
paiate, intarsia aiiows you to use coiours in 
biocks and shapes in the mIddie of designs, 
Instead of changing at the end of a row. 

in addition to different forms of 
coiourwork, I love the traditional pullovers 
from the Northern Isles. In my collection, 

I have a beautiful old slipover I found in a 
charity shop years ago in Inverness, when I 
was living on Skye. I pulled It out of my store 
cupboard one day and left it on my desk next 
to some drawings and paintings I'd made of 
native roses [part of another commission!, 
and started work on a new piece. These are 
some notes on how I designed the Rambling 
Rose tank top on page 44, which I encourage

you to try, particularly if you are as in love 
with this style of knitting as I am! 

THE WELT 

Where to start? Two colours I think. Cast 
on - rather special - by inserting the needle 
between each stitch to create the new stitch, 
and use the main colour and contrast A in 
tandem to give that lovely two-colour cast on 
edge. Strand each colour behind the work, 
and keep the two fibres separate with a loose 
tension. Coiourwork of this sort requires 
lightness of touch to allow the fibres to 
breathe within their stitch space. 

A knitter who recently visited my studio 
was struggling with this very problem - her 
tension was too tight and her two-colour work 
was puckered up. I told her to remember 
to hold the yarns lightly - try not to wrap 
them around your fingers tightly, and when 
stranding, keep the two balls of yarn on 
opposite sides and do not cross them. Keep 
strand A at the top, and strand B at the 
bottom. Half an hour later, this visitor was 
giggling and happily on her way to practice! 

There Is a way to stop your welt from 
curling. I have Included this technique in the 
pattern, but you can use It wherever to give a 
lovely edge to your knitting. The first four rows 
of two-colour rib are worked In Kl, (contrast 
A], PI, (contrast B). I then change colours, and 
work more rows in Kl, Kl rib. Then, It's back 
to one or two rows of Kl, PI, and so on. This 
keeps the work from rolling In on Itself. 

THE BODY 

We now have a multicoloured and textured 
welt. The rest of the pattern is knitted using a

combination of techniques. I Included some 
lettering text in the pattern and a Danish rose 
design that I happen to be very fond of - it’s 
the graphic version of one of my drawings, 
which I have also Included as a contrast 

KNIT WEAVE 

When working the Danish rose pattern (see 
the photo on page 42J, I used knit weave 
techniques to give that wonderful finish to the 
back. When you reach the section of colour, 
you have to think about where each colour 
is used. There are points when two strands 
of different colours are used together to give 
a slightly raised look, such as on the rose 
lettering. I have worked It so that these two 
colours arrive at the point where they are to 
be knitted together naturally. The main colour 
In the background Is carried throughout the 
work, and woven In using knit weave behind 
the sections of big blocks of colour, such as 
on the Danish rose. I used this technique 
when working smaller sections of Intarsia, as I 
think it gives more Integrity to your work. 

When knit weaving, I weave the new colour 
for two or three stitches behind the work 
before I get to the point where I will Introduce 
It. At that point, I change to the new colour 
and start to weave the old colour at the back 
of the work. I weave every stitch. I first weave 
the resting colour up and over the yarn being 
knitted, then down and back at the next 
stitch. I keep one ball of yarn on my left, and 
one on my right and they should not tangle or 
cross over except at the point of weaving - up 
and cross over, down and cross back. Twist 
and untwist. This technique develops into a 
flowing action, and creates a beautiful finish. 
No strands and a flat surface, plus better join 
and tension. The photos on this page show 
what the back of the work looks like. 



FAIR ISLE 

Where there are bits of the classic Fair Isle, I 
go back to stranding for two or three stitches, 
but never more than that. The Scandinavian 
patterns that are Incorporated Into Fair Isle 
patterns are much bigger - stars and flowers 
- and require a different approach. Also, Fair 
Isle Is knitted In the round with only the knit 
stitch involved. The pattern I've made requires 
you to be able to weave on the purl side, too. 
Some people do find this difficult, but I think 
because you are working on both sides It 
makes you aware of the inside of the work, 
The knit weave gives a great finish, rather 
than loose threads, and no puckering. 



NECKBAND AND ARMBANDS 

I’ve finished off the tank top with the same 
kind of rib pattern that I worked on the welt, 
closing off the design nicely. Look back at the 
welt section of my masterclass for a refresher 
course on how to work these areas.

When the base Is as 
wide as you want it to be, start 
to decrease one stitch at one 
edge, and keep the other one 
straight until the piece is the 
correct lepgth.

A Rita says: Twined knitting, also known as two-end 

knitting, originated in Scandinavia. It Is a way of making 
a double fabric in one colour. Twined knitting is usually 
worked in the round and Is ideal for hats, mittens and standard- 
shaped sweaters. The simplest way to begin Is to cast on as 
normal with a strand from the Inside of the ball, then Join in 
the second strand from the outside of the ball. Knit each stitch 
alternately, first with the centre strand then with the outside one, 
always bringing the new strand over the first one. You'll notice 
that working in this way causes the yarns to become twisted 
together; to undo the twist, hold up the knitting every so often 
and let It unwind Itself, or you can push a needle through the 
ball of yarn and hold that up while It spins.

A Gemma says: Yes, the 
chain stitch Is the 
foundation of any 
project, and It can be used on 
Its own to create some lovely 
items.

have got the confidence to 
tackle It by then. Cables, like all 
knitting patterns, are just a 
mixture of knit and purl stitches 
- its how you move them about 
that makes the pattern. Knitting 
for dummies (ISBN 10: 
0470287470] has a very good 
glossary, which makes even the 
most complicated cable easy to 
understand.

Gemma says: Shell 
edging Is a pretty and 
delicate way to add 
an Individual touch to your 
projects. Working in double 
crochet or long stitch Into a 
base stitch creates a lovely shell 
shape, simple to make but very 
effective. The structure of shell 
stitch is to use three or more 
double crochet Into a base 
stitch to create a small edge, 
then using five or more treble 
crochet in the same way to give 
you a large shell edge. Your yarn 
choice Is totally up to you as 
this stitch works well In most 
fibres. Use a small hook, and 
keep an eye on your tension as 
you want each shell to be the 
same width and height.

Sanquhar 

knitting 



, Dorothy says: Sanquhar knitting Is a 
/-\ traditional, centuries-old technique 
from Dumfriesshire In Scotland. The 
distinctive geometric patterns knitted In black 
and white yarn, such as Duke, Midge and Fly, 
Rose and Prince of Wales were passed down 
through the generations. Stockings with a 
patterned bonder were popular in the 50s, but 
the gloves, which are patterned all over, have 
a bit of a cult following these days - especially 
In Japan. The gloves are knitted in a Fair 
Isle technique with very fine double-pointed 
needles, have a unique three-sided finger 
construction and it is traditional to incorporate 
the wearer's initials on the Inside wrist band.

2ply Shetland lace yarn instead. Jamieson’s 
of Shetland produces Lace Ultra yarn, which 
is 50% Shetland and 50% lambswool. As well 
as the black and white traditionally used for 
Sanquhar knitting this yarn Is also available 
in a range of stunning pastel colours, allowing 
you to create a contemporary look with a 
traditional pattern. Although 3.25mm needles 
are recommended for Ultra, you can use a 
needle size 2.25mm or smaller to create the 
denser knitting for the glove pattern. The yarn

0 Do you know how I can knit 

different sizes of Sanquhar gloves, 
as I’ve only been able to find 
patterns that are in one size?

A Dorothy says: Glove patterns for 
Sanquhar knitting are one-size, and 
' then you alter the size by knitting with 
different sizes of needles. Traditionally a UK 
size 13 or 14 needle was used for men's, and 
a tiny size 16 needle for ladies’ gloves. Size 16 
Is a very small 1.5mm needle in today’s metric 
sizes. The Knitting and Crochet Guild has 20cm 
or 8ln double-pointed needles sold In a pack 
with four sets of five needles, ranging In sizes 
from 1.5-2.25mm. These anodised aluminium 
needles are different colours so that you don't 
get them mixed up.

Next row (RS): Cast off 2 (3; 3: 3; 3; 4: 4: 5)sts, 
K45 (47; 49; 52: 54: 56; 58; 60) - counting the 
Stitch already on right needle as one of these, 
yrn, skpo, knit to end. 

Next row; Cast off 2 (3; 3; 3; 3; 4; 4: 5)sts, and 
then purl to the end ofthe row. 






Cont to work the armhole shaping as for the 
back and at the same time work an eyelet in 
the same position as the first eyelet (at the 
centre of the work) on the foil fifth row, then on 
every foil sixth now until four eyelets have been 
worked. Work five more nows In st st. Work the 
neckline as given forthe back from ** to **. 

MAKING UP 

Pin the pieces out to shape, dampen slightly 
and allow them to dry. Using small backstitches, 
sew the right shoulder seam. 

NECKLINE EDGING 

With a 3.25mm circular needle, and working 
from the RS, pick up 180 [184; 188; 192; 196; 

■’ “1; 204; 208)sts evenly around the neckline. 
Turn and cast off knitwise. Fasten off. Using 
small backstitches, sew the left shoulder seam. 

ARMHOLE EDGING (BOTH ALIKE) 

with a circular 3.25mm needle, and working 
from the RS, pick up 100 (104; 104; 112; 112; 11b 
116; 120|sts evenly around the armhole. Turn 
and cast off knitwise. Fasten off. Using small 
backstitches, sew both side seams. Turn the 
hem to the Inside at the ridge row. Sew it down. 

CORD 

Using eltherfinger knitting or a crochet hook, 
leave a long end of yarn and then make a length 



. of chain that measures 60cm or 4V2in, then 
: leave a long end and break the yarn. 

Sew the centre of the cord neatly to the 
: centre of the neckline above the line of eyelet 
; holes. Thread both ends through the first bead, 

: then through the nexttwo holes, through the 
: second bead, then through the nexttwo holes,

: fabric forms ridges, then make a bow and sew
